Cook in 
boiling water until tender, then 
lay on slices of toast with butter, 
pepper and salt or dress with regu- 
lar white sauce. 


Plum Pudding 

Pour one cup milk over 1 cup 
sifted soft bread crumbs and add 
beaten yolks of 4 eggs. Mix 1 cup 
brown sugar with 1 cup finely- 
chopped suet, 1 pound of raisins, 
1-2 pound currants, 1-2 cup broken 
nut meats, 1-2 cup finely-cut dates, 
1-4 cup each of finely cut citron 
and candied orange peel, 1 tea- 
spoon each of salt, cinnamon, nut- 
meg and cloves and 1-2 teaspoon 
mace. Combine the two mixtures, 
stir in. a cup flour and finally fold 
in. the stiffly-beaten egg whites. 
Turn into a buttered mold, steam 
steadily for four hours and serve 
with liquid sauce. 


Peanut Cookies 

Cream 2 tablespoons butter with 
1 cup sugar, then add 3 beaten 
eggs, 2 tablespoons milk, 1-2 tea- 
spoon salt and 1 pint finely chop- 
ped peanuts and beat thoroughly. 
Add enough sifted flour ’ make a 
soft dough, roll very thin, place a 





thin slice of citron in the center of 
each, sprinkle with granulated 
sugar and bake in a moderate oven. 


Apple Dumplings, Lemon Sauce 

Mix 1-2 pint flour, 1-2 teaspoon 
baking powder and 1-2 teaspoon 
salt. Rub in 2 tablespoons of but- 
ter and 1 tablespoon lard and moist- 
en with 1-4 cup cold water. Roll 
as for pastry, cut into five equal 
parts and roll one piece at a time 
until large enough to cover apple. 
Place a pared and cored apple in 
the center and fill the hole with 
sugar. Grate a little nutmeg over 
it. Draw the paste over the fruit, 
pressing the edges together and 
place in a baking pan, the rough 
side up. Bake in a moderately hot 
oven 30 minutes. Serve with a hot 
lemon sauce.

Women Leaders 
Exchange Kisses 


To Unite Nations 


BERLIN—(INS)—A symbolic sis- 
ter kiss, intended to unite two big 
nations, France and Germany, was 
exchanged before an overcrowded 
audience at the Hotel Esplanade 
here between two prominent, 
charming, clever and beautiful rep- 
resentatives of these naticns. 

Frau Henny Porten, German film 
star of the “Gretchen” type, tai’, 
blonde, with abundant plaits of hair 
arranged in a big knot, made a 
speech about the progress which 
German women were making in all 
professions, and about the hard 
battle they have to fight for their 
independence, because of the bad 
business situation in Germany. 

“Here in Germany as well as in 
France, woman has become an au- 
thority which cannot be disregard- 
ed any more,” she said. “I be- 
lieve, therefore, if all French and 
all German women would wish with 
all their hearts to establish an ever- 
lasting peace and friendship be- 
tween both nations, the men would 
be compelled to shake hands and 
to become friends, too.” 

In an interview with Interna- 
tional News Service, Frau Porten 
added: “The idea of a union be- 
tween Germany and France is not 
new to me. But now, since the 
‘Society of Franco-German Under- 
standing’ has invited me to lec- 
ture at this party. I occupied my- 
self, with this problem, and I will 
never stop to proclaim this friend- 
ship. 

“Being a film actress and know- 
ing too little of politics, I cannot 
say whether America in particular 





the idea of peace and friendship 
between all nations.” 

The French speaker, Mile Made- 
line Misard, who is one of the 
better-known of 300 woman-law- 
yers practicing in France, inform- 
ed the audience of the progress 
which French \omen especially 
those trained at Universities and 
Academies, have made since the 
war. 

“The woman-engineer, the girl- 
chemist, the woman-editor, archi- 
tect, and physician, ‘ney are all 
esteemed and have succeeded to 
win the confidence of the public,” 
she said. “There is even one girl 
who is a high official in the diplo- 
matic service at the Quai d’Orsay.” 

“But,” Mile. Misard said with 
regret, “there is so far no French 
woman-ambassador in any foreign 
country.” 

“It -is ‘the ambition of French 
girls to show that they are not 
only as efficient as men, but can 
do even better work than men be- 
cause of woman’s innate exacti- 
tude, industry: and sense of duty,” 
she asserted. 

“The married woman, however,” 
Mile. Misard concluded, “who has 
children and whose task of attend- 
ing to the children and to the house- 
hold is sufficient to keep her busy, 
should not be compelled to work 
outside of the home. Men should 
not be freed of responsibility for 
their families.”

“THE STORM” 
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Comes a Moses 
The “ignorant” public always has its doors open, \un- 
fortunately, to the Moses who can come in and lead them 
to light on situations like the one in Cedar county. We shall 
not attempt that; in fact, we would not hazard it even if our 
associates comprised such of the intelligentsia as one who 
writes editorials for a certain newspaper. We wish only 
to reiterate a few facts. ™ 
A person who maintains that the laws are dictated solely 
by the mass of people either is hiding his head in the sand 
like the ostrich or should see the world a little. Het~perhaps 
doesn’t know that more than 70 per cent of the laws of any 
state have been put over not with the interests of the people 
in mind but those of selfish interests. While most of the 
laws may benefit the people it must be admitted that the 
forces promoting their passage did so with an eye to profit. 
A former Wisconsin newspaper man may recall the head- 
light testing law as an example. This law was heralded as 
2 boon to the motorist, which it no doubt will become when 
properly enforced, Wisconsin newspapers played up the 
fact it would annually save many lives of motorists lost in 
accidents caused by glaring headlamps. All true we admit. 
However, we must not forget that the legislator who sponsor- 
éd this law was backed by sufficient funds, and not the funds 
of motorists who would benefit by the law. 
1 It happened that a couple of men in Waukesha, Wis., had 
grabbed off a patent on a light-testing apparatus invented 
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- Being business men of vision they 
pictured how they would profit if a law were passed: in Wis- 
consin making testing of headlamps compulsory; they could 
sell plenty of headlight testing boards and reap large sums 
annually from leasing others, The intention of the sponsor 
of this law was to arrange it so that no motorist could secure 
new license plates without having his lights tested. How- 
ever, there was a-technieal error in the wording of the bill 
and the motorists were quick to find it out. The logic is 
simple, isn’t -it? : 

Despite all his. campaign promises a politician once elected 
to office ean do as he pleases, just so long as he keeps with- 
in the law. If he dupes the people into yoting for him it is 
their tough luck; and if he ean induce his fellow legislators to 
stick by him‘all of the objections of the people to the Jaw is 
but wasted breath. 

This seems the situation as regards the compulsory bovine 
tuberculin testing law. -Those favorable to this particular 
law would stand by and gee the farmers “given the works” 
while objecting to it rather than making the test optional, it 
seems. ; 

No state nor any nation has any trouble securing obedience 
to laws that are just, The people as a whole are intelligent 
enough tq understgnd when aq law is just or unjust, 

When you find a state-wide protest against a certain law, 
any intelligent person can understand there must be some- 
thing wrong with the law, and when fair and reasonable pro- 
tests fail to secure a change it is obvious that the representa- 
tives in the legislature do not represent the majority of the 
people. ° 

Hence, it is not unusua] that the farmers in Cedar county, 
having made mild protests to the tuberculin testing law for 








many months, all to no avail, should resort to other methods 
to secure recognition. 4 

It is regrettable that the Cedar county situation has de- 
veloped to the point where it may be necessary to use drastic 
measures. It is more regrettable that our representatives 
‘have permitted this situation to develop this far. 


~Dry Agents Becoming Active 

The recommendation of the Wickersham Commission that 
a greater effort be made by the government to enforce na- 
tional prohibition . before legal machinery is put in motion in 
an attempt to repeal or modify the dry law, apparently is 
beginning to bear fruit, About the biggest seizures that 
have been made by the federal sleuths are rum ships captur- 
ed by the coast guard, but it has been pretty well establish- 
ed that for every one of these vessels discovered there are 

+a hundred which ply their trade unmolested, There are also 

the arrests of bootleggers and the destruction of small stills 
which, if anything, emphasize the inability of the govern- 
ment to go after the “big shots” in the liquor trade. 

But: things seem to-be changing, What is said to be the 
breaking up of the biggest liquor ring since prohibition was 
established was accomplished at New Orleans last week with 
the seizure of a radio station and the arrest of eight men. 
The ring is reported-to have many millions of dollars capital, 
own a large fleet of rum runners, and its ramifications in- 
volve prominent business men in the south, Chicago, New 
York and Canada. Canadian liquor was shipped to Belize, 
British Honduras, from where it was re-shipped to the mouth 
of the Mississippi, transferred into smaller vessels and then 
taken to various points along the river in the vicinity of New 
Orleans for distribution: Thousands of gallons are reported

to have been sent to Chicago and New York in cars of lumber, . 


and other bulky shipments. 


It is one of the few effective blows that haye been dealt 
to the “higher-ups” in the liquor trade. It will result in 


stopping at least a small part of the booze flood at its source, ; 
A few more such seizures, accompanied by successful proses > 


cution, will strengthen the now wavering faith in the prohi- 
bition law and take some of the fallacy out of the “noble 
experiment,”

“PROPER FOODS” 

Food is getting to be quite a topic 
for discussion. [t is not unusyal to 
hear groups of people discussing 
food and food combinations in 
cafe’s, caffeterias, hotel lobbies, and 
in the home it is quite the thing 
to refer to various foods, both raw 
and cooked, and to discuss their 
various values. 

It is well that this is so. There 
are two roads open to us, One 
road leads to about a million doc- 
tors, five millions nurses, and sorme- 
where around one half million hos- 
pitals. 

Stop and think for a moment of 
the expense and up keep of these 
doctors and nurses and hospitals. 
It has become a habit with us to 
use these docters and these hos- 
pitals until we turn to them for 
everything from a pain in the toe 
to baldness. 

If we were so healthy that we 
didn’t need so many of these places 
think of the amount of good that 
could be accomplished with all of 
this money if it were diverted to- 
ward ting the tenement dis- 
triets; hel; to provide neat 
small homes and farms for worthy 
hardworking people; i 
easy for them to handle small pay- 
ments and giving them something 
to work for as their own. 

Thousands of people would like 
small homes where they could he 
almost self sustaining by having 
land enough to raise those foods 
which are so essential to good 
health. 

There are thousands of people 
today who are struggling for just 
ouce a-home for themselves and 
their children. 

The very foods which are so vital 
for good health are the ones which 
must be eaten fresh and crisp from 
the'ground just as nature has pre- 
pared them for us. 

All of the fruits, vegetables, ber- 
ries} are choked full of the vitamins 
that the body needs. But they 
must be fresh and not eaten in the 
condition in which we find so many 
of them in the stores and markets. 
Occpssionally we find a person who 
laughs at the idea that food has 
anything to do with health and un- 
til such a person has a real sickness 
and happens, to ll in a doctor 
from the new school who will care- 
fully bring them back to health by 
teaching them to eat with their 
brain instead of their palate they 
will haye to suffer. It is to bad that 
we ive become co artificial when 





by & little ordinary common sense 
moze than half of the world’s sick- 
ness would be a thing of the past. 

Food combinations are not diffi- 
cult to understand and you do not 
have to deny yourself of everything 
that look good to you, providing 
you combine the proper ones to- 
gether. ‘ 

Let us take the following meal 
and see what we can do with it. 
First we will have a cocktajl. It 
may be lobster smothered in highly 
spided*® catsup. It may be raw 
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oysters bathed in vinegar, salt and 
pepper. Both of these will no doubt 
be served packed in ice which will 
drive the blood away from the 
stomach besides contracting the 
stomach muscles. | 

.Next we will have some kind of a 
hot soup which will be the direct 
opposite of the cold cocktail. When 
two opposites meet, things are 
brought to a standstill. In other 
words digestion is somewhat para- 
lized. 

Now we will have some baked 
salmon or blue “ish. This no doubt 
will have some kind of dressing 
poured over it thickened with flour. 
Next we will have a generous serv- 
ing of roast duck or roast beef with 
some greeséd soaked sweet potatoes 
with a side of peas or lima beans. 
Added to this we will have some 
bread or biscuits. 

Maybe two or more cups of cof- 
fee that will float a kitchen stoye 
or Brooklyn bridge, and a finalae 
of nice cold ice cream. 

Let us see what is wrong with 
the above mixture and how we can 
change it around and have a good 
dinner. ; 

Following your antagomistic ice 
cold cocktail and hot soup we have 
fish and duck or beef, both proteins. 
The sweet potatoes are greasy and 
gummy. The peas and beans are 
two more proteins. To make it 
nice and pasty we have added either 
bread or biscuits, probably made of 
white flour. 

The coffee hypnotizes the liver 
while the big dish of ice cteam 
holds things at a standstill until 
the poorly masticated starches haye 
begun to ferment in the stomach 
and are swimming around in the 
coffee. . The amount of liquid usu- 
ally taken dilutes the gastric juices 
and further delays digestion and 
the whole mass sours and passes on 
through the system -with most of 
the nutritive elements ruined. 

If constipation is present there 
will be a mass of fermenting 
putrifying waste by the time this 
food has reached the colon. 

To arrange the meal and get a 
better combination select as fol- 
lows: Start with ‘the hot soup; fol- 
low with the meats (proteins); and 
instead of two more proteins like 
peas and beans. have cooked spin- 
ach with a raw salad to go with 
the meat. Or, te raw salad can 
follow the soup and then have one 
or two cooked vegetables with the 
meat. Fruits are better eaten alone 
so for dessert we can haye prunes, 
prune whip, or cooked rhubarb, cr 
jello. 

The less one drinks with their 
food the better. 

When the main part of the meal 
consists of meats use raw salads 
and cooked vegetables. 

When the main part of the meal 
consists of starches like macaroni. 
spaghetti, baked potatoes prepared 
in a dish with onions, and so forth, 
use the same plan. 

The salads can be used with either 
the meats or the starchy meal but 
don’t mix the meats and the starch-

We 
still cherish four leaf clovers and 
look at the mgon over our right 
shoulder. H6w many of you will 
walk under a stepladder, or put up 
an umbrella in the house? To me, 
those superstitions are nonsense. 
Of course, if you talk about wear- 
ing epals, that's different. I don’t 
care whether you. think it is silly or 
not. I onee had-a run of tough 
luck, wearing ap opal. 


Now I read that Howard Carter is 
ill in Cairo: that the noted arehaeo- 
logist is said to be suffering from 
the.curse visited on those who 
apened the tomb of Tutankhamen. 
Carter is a iittle up on the curse, 


because he is said ta“be getting | 


well. But, if he lives to be 99, ey- 
ery time he has a siomache ache, 
or smallpox, or any little thing, the 
curse will be blamed, and the 
chances are that some day it will 
get him. Look at all the ethers it 
has finished f There are, to be 
sure, quite number of persons, 
even groups of persons, ~yho have 
died in the same period of time, 
who never even saw the tomb of 
King Tut.

DRAKE SPRINTS 


Big Classic Attracts 
Stars to Battle 
For Supremacy 


DES MOINES, Ia.—(INS)—A 
wide open battle for the sprint su- 
premacy in the Drake relays here 
April 24 and 25 is attracting one of 
the most evénly matched fields of 
100-yard dash specialists ever as- 
sembled in the middle westeyn clas- 
Sic. 

Every so often the dash event is 
featured by the appearance of an 
outstanding performer whosé su- 
premacy is conceded before the 
race. This year not a man in the 
field will concede anything. to any 
other man in the field. 

The class of the field is expected 
to be as great as ever but a larger 
number of men have an even 
chance of finishing in front. 

Eddie Tolan Entered 

Eddie Tolan, Michigan’s great 
negro sprinter who once held the 
world’s record for the century, will 
be on hand. In early season per- 
formances this year Tolan won the 
75-yard dash at the Illinois indoor 
meet and equalled George Simp- 
son’s record in finishing first in the 
dash in the Big Ten indoor meet. 
Haas, the Minnesota star, will be 
here and he is burning up the track 
this year.. At the recent Rice re- 
lays he broke the meet record ‘by 
running the 100 in 96-10 seconds, 
shattering the former mark held 
by Claude Bracey of Rice. Haas 
was second in the sprint at the 
Texas relays and placed well up in 
both the Big Ten and Illinois in- 
door meets. 

Glass in Field 

Glass, the Oklahoma Aggie sen- 
sation who equalled the world’s 
record at the Texas relays when he 
was clocked in 95-10 seconds, will 
be included in the field. He bare- 
ly nosed out Haas of Minnesota in 
that race. Glass showed in Des 
Moines once this season, winning 
the 50-yard sprint in the Missouri 
valley indoor meet. 

Sickle, the Kansas speed king, is 
another strong contender. Sickle 
won the Big Six indoor sprint 
championship this year, finished 
second to Haas of Minnesota when 
the latter broke the meet record at 
the Rice relays, won second place 
in the Kansas City athletic club 
indoor.sprint and pushed Tolan of 
Michigan all the way in the Illinois 
indoor dash. 

McCormick a Newcomer 

McCormick, a newcomer who 
has fallen heir to Jack Elder’s 
speedy spikes at Notre Dame, tied 
the world’s record for 60 yards in 
winning the dash in the central in- 
tercollegiate indoor meet. 

Over at Detroit university old 
Dad Butler is nursing along a new 
sprinter and he will have to be reck- 
oned with. His name. is O’Neill. 
His coach confidently expects him 
to-develop into America’s greatest 
sprinter before his college days are 
over. This will be ’Neill’s initial 
appearance in the Drake games. 

Outstanding sprinters are 
abundant in the middle west this 
year. Any one of a dozen or more 
speed kings who will race at Drake 
may outrun the stars listed above. 

Many Other Stars 

In this group comes Campbell of 
Michigan, East of Chicago, Smut- 
ney of Nebraska, Klaner of Kan- 
sas, Lee of Nebraska, Smith of 
Drake, Wise of Creighton, Alexan- 
der of Grinnell, Henke of Wiscon- 
sin, Ford of Northwestern, Wills of 
Iowa State, Conway of Iowa and 
Elwell of the Kansas Aggies. 
Everyone of these men has won 
points in at least one major meet 
during the current season. 

Cy Leland of Texas Christian 
university, who won the 100 yard 
dash in the Drake games last year, 
has dropped out of competition. 
Claude Bracey of Rice, second ‘ast 
year, has completed his career. 
Tolan of Michigan finished third in 
the dash last year. Haas of Min- 
nesota was fifth.

DEMPSEYS BOTH 
GOING TO FILE 
FOR A DIVORCE 


Estelle to File Suit at 
Los Angeles; Jack 
At Reno 


HOLLYWOOD, Cal. — (INS) — 
Estelle Taylor. film actress and 
wife of J#:k Dempsey, former 
heavyweight champion, today took 
the aggressive in their threatened 
“battle of divorces.” 

Dempsey, now at Reno, has an- 
nounced his intention of filing a 
divorce complaint after he has re- 
sided six weeks in Nevada, at 
which time he will have become a 
citizen of the state legally and 
eligible to file suit. 

His wife, however, is expected to 
file her suit in Los Angeles within 
the, next few days. She conferred 
with her attorney, Joseph Scott 
last night and instructed him to 
communicate her intentions to 
Dempsey at once. ' 

Letter Expected Today 
It was expected that Scott would 
send Dempsey a letter by air mail 
today informing him of the pro- 
posed action. He will be;told, it 
was stated, ‘that his wife desires to 
obtain a divorce with as little sensa- 
tionalism as possible, and he will 
be asked to have his attorney get 
in touch with his wife’s lawyer. 
If the court calendar permitted, 
Miss Taylor could secure her di- 
vorce here within a few days. It 
would be an interlocutory decree 
and would not become final until 
a year later. Although Dempsey 
would have to wai; at least six 
weeks before he could file his com- 
plaint, the divorce, when, granted 
in Nevada, is final.

Although Miss Taylor’s attorney 
had previously stated that “things 
might be patched up” if Dempsey 
returned home in “a _ repentant 
mood.” the present attitude of the 
film actress would seem to be in 
contradiction to her lawyer’s state- 
ment. 
Asked what she would do if 
Dempsey returned, Miss Taylor re- 
plied: 
“What would I do if he should 
change his mind and come home? 
You know what I would do, espe- 
cially with him saying I caused all 
the trouble. ‘ 
“I am told that Jack blames me 
for stories concerning him and an- 
other woman. I know nothing about 
them and have never made any 
observations about him, My whole 
instinct is to fight for Jack rather 
than against him.”

FEELS INTEREST 
DUE TO STATE 


Fletcher Gives Opin- 
ion on Rockefeller 


Fund at S. U. I. 


DES MOINES—(INS) — Attor- 
ney General John Fietcher today 
stated that in his opinion the state 
cf Towa is entitled to interest on 
the daily bank balance of the 
Rockefeller foundation fund at the 
State University of Iowa. The 
opinion was delivered to Senator H. 
B. CarroM, chairman of the in- 
vestigating committee which re- 
cently probed into the affairs of 
the state university. 

Among the chief issues in the 
probe was the waiving of $28,000 
interest on this fund by the uni- 
versity. 

The letter to Senator Carroll 
reads in part: 

“In your resolytidn requesting 
the opinion you do not give to me 
the facts which you have discovered 
with reference to conditions under 
which ‘this fund was deposited in 
the bank. Hence, I am basing this 
opinion upon facts which I have 
gathered from the institution rec- 
ords on file with the board of edu- 
cation. 

“From the records which I have 
gon? over in the office of the board 
of education, and from the report 
cf the budget director’s office as to 
average daily balances in the bank, 
I am Satisfied that the state of 
Iowa is entitled to interest upon the 
daily bank balances in this fund.”

“Well, I’m going, but some day I | 
shall return.” |

PHOENIX, Ariz.—(INS)—Person 
for person, town for town, Arizona 
is the most air minded state in the 
Union. Every town has aviation 
equipment. 

Arizona has three aviation ports 
of entry and departure into Mex- 
ico. One is at Ajo, one is at 
Douglas and the third is at Nogales, 
where two Mexican lines meet. No- 








gales vies with Phoenix and Tuc- 
son as aviation centers. 

Arizona has 34. airports, \ 21 
municipal and five commercial. 
Two transcontinental commercial 
lines operate through Arizona. the 
Southern Air Fast express, (division 
of American: Airways, Inc.) and 
Transcontinental and Western Air. 
They handled approximately 10.000 
passengers through Arizona last 
year a 33% per cent.increase over 
1929. ; 

Airports at Phoenix, Tucson and 
Nogales are completely .sequipped 
for night landing, and’ have all ac- 
commodations. A majority of the 
other 31 ports in the state are 
equipped with flood lights for night 
landing. In addition, there are two 
score emergency’ landing © fields 
cleared from desert wastes in bar- 
ren stretches where pilots may land 
their planes in event of treacher- 





ous weather. 
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With its all-year flying climate 
Arizona has attracted numerous 
airplane and airplane engine manu- 
facturing companies and. several 
aviation flying schools have been 
established. 

Enthusiasm for aviation is evi- 
denced in the establishment by 
historic Tombstone, Ariz., of Ameri- 
ca’s only hillside landirig field, 
while Tempe, 10 miles east of here.

CHICAGO—As a companion piece 
to his famed “Fountain of Time,” 
Lorado Taft, noted sculptor, has bee 
gun work on a “Fountain of Crea- 
tion,” which he plans to complete 
by 1933, in time for the opening 
of Chicago’s second World’s Fair 
the Century of Progress Exposi- 
tion. 

The “Fountain of Time”. now 
stands at the west end of the Mid- 
way Plaisance, site of the World’s 
Pair of 1893, and it is Taft’s hope 
that the “Fountain of Creation” will 
face the east end of this thorough- 
fare. 

* The classic myth of Deucalion, 
the Noah of the Greeks, provides 
the motif for the “Fountain of 


Creation.” In this legend. Deuca- 
lion and his wife, Pyrhha, only mor- 
tals spared by Zeus in a flood of 
nine days duration, landed their 
boat on Mount Parnassus and con- 
sulted an oracle with regard to re- 
storing the human face. The or- 
acle advised them to cover their 
heads and throw the bones of their 
mothers behind them. These were 
divined by Pyrrha to be the stones 
of the earth. Thrown as directed 
the stones became human beings. 

In his new sculpture, Taft is en- 
deayoring to depict the change of 
the stones into men and women. 
Partly formed creatures emerging 
from the rocks on the ground de- 
velop at higher levels into more 
complete figures which, however, 
still grope in the darkness. Sur- 
mounting all is a group of perfect 
humans exultantly greeting the

We take this occasion to 
pronounce our emphatic con- 
demnation of the tacti:s used 
by Secretary of Agriculture 
Thornburg and State Veterin- 
arian Malcolm in the enforce- 
ment. of the so-called “eradi- 
cation” law. We charge these 
officials with having consorted 
with others in directly and fla- 
grantly violated the laws which 
they were swor to enforce. 

We appeal to the people of 
Iowa to help us place upon our 
statute books a law which will 
not permit confiscatior of our 
property and establish a test 
which will be reliable, not a 
mockery in the name of public 
health. ‘d 
Suggested by Turner 

If the governor agrees to these 
stipulations, difficultie: over the 
cattle testing law will probably be 
ironed out throughout the entire 
state. It is understood that these 
conditions are the same ones sug- 
gested by Gov. Turner at the con- 
ference in Iowa City Monday after- 
noon. , 

The adoption of these resolutions 
followed a 3-hour mass meeting 
from which all newspaper report- 
ers were barred. Talks were made 
by J. W. Lenker of Wilton Junc- 
tion; Earl McKinnan of Henry 
county; Paul Moore of West Branch 
and Charles Gross, an official of 
the Farmer’s union. All discussed 
the situation and their conference 
with the governor. 

That the situation in Cedar coun- 
ty has attracted nation wide at- 
tention was indicated by the arri- 
val of a news reel moving picture 
outfit. 

Talk For Newsreel 

Mr. McKinnan acting as spokes- 
man for the assembly. permitted 
his picture to be taken while he 
spoke through the microphone and 
outlined the stand taken by the 
group. He declared the vresent 
bovine tuberculin test is unreliable 
and unfair. He concluded his one- 
minute talk by saying, “It is a fight 
of bureaucracy against autocracy 
and we are asking the good people 
of the warld to help us in this bat- 
tle.” 


An injunction which will restrain 
state officials from making tests 
in Cedar county will be requested 
by the farmers. Names were se- 
cured at the meeting Tuesday. 

Injunctions Denied Before 

If the injunction is secured, the 
farmers will be able to hold off at- 
tempts to test their cattle, until the 
Davis bill is passed. An injunc- 
tion, which Cedar county farmers 
requested about two years ago, was 
refused by the district court judge. 
A similar injunction was refused 
Henry county farmers about a 
month ago. 

The cattle testing controversy 
which has been going on for sev- 
eral years in Cedar county, flared 
up afresh last March when ap- 
proximately 1,000 farmers prevent- 
ed state veterinarians from reading 
the results of tests made on cattle 
owned by William Butterbrodt. On 
March 5 another group of farmers 
prevented state officials from mak- 
ing any tests on the Curt Mitchell 
farm. 

Mitchell Is Arrested 


Arrests were threatened at the 


‘\time but none were made until 


about a week later. Then Mr. But- 
terbrodt, Mr. Mitchell and Mr. 
Lenker, all of Cedar county, were 
taken into custody on charges of 
refusing to submit their cattle to 
the tests. 

Mitchell is the only man brought 
to trial so far, however. His case, 
after going through several changes 
of venue, was finally heard at Stan- 
wood on March 23. The jury, af- 
ter an all night’s argument, report- 
ed it was unable to agree, and was 
dismissed. No retrial has been 
heard. 

Between the time of Mitchell’s 
arrest and his trial, about 4,500 
farmers journeyed to Des Moines 
to demand that the state legislature 
hold a hearing on the Davis bill. 
This bill provides that testing of 
cattle for tuberculosis shall be op- 
tional with the farmers instead of 
compulsory. 

Davis Bill Voted Down 

Tuesday, while the farmers were 
holding their mass meeting at the 
Butterbrodt farm, a move to bring 
the bill before the house for a 
vote was voted down. This means 
the bill must await the next ses- 
sion of the legislature. 

From. March 23 until last Tues- 
day, quiet reigned in Cedar county, 
although state officials have been 
in the vicinity of Tipton part of the 
time. 

Last Tuesday veterinarian: from 
the state department of agricul- 
ture, succeeded in making the test 
on the catile belonging to Mr. Mit- 
chell. They were prevented from 
reading the test on Friday but were 
permitted to complete the test 
Monday mc-ning when Governor 
Turner agreed to meet a committee 
of farmers from Cedar county, if 
the tests were read. 

Foster Maxson, sheriff of Cedar 
county, had requested the governor 
to send the state militia to Tip- 
ton, but, although the troops were 
ordered to be in readiness for de- 
parture, none were sent to the Ce- 
dar county seat.

Petition Forwarded to 
State Supreme 
Court Today

and includes “Persons who adver- 
tise or sell patent or proprietary 
medicines.” The petition argues 
that Mr. Baker did not prescribe 
any medicines at the Baker hos- 
pital, but that all prescribing and 
treating was done by or under tr2 
direction of licensed physicians. 
State Practicing Medicine? 

In the opinion of the Supreme 
Court, which the petition asks to 
have the court set aside, the Iowa 
high court seems to intimate that 
a@ corporation or layman cannot 
own a hospital. 

The petition of Mr. Baker cites 
the fact that the state itself owns 
the University hospital at Iowa 
City and takes whatever profits 
that accrue from the treatments 
given there, although no pretense 
is made that the state is a physi- 
cian or surgeon licensed to prac- 
tice medicine in the state of Iowa. 

The operation of hospitals 
throughout the state and county by 
religious orders and by corporations 
is also cited. 

Mentions Newspapers 

| An unusual argument is injected 
into the petition when the court’s 
attention is directed to the fact 
that many newspapers, freely per- 
mitted to circulate in Iowa, have 
on their staffs physicians who pre- 
scribe for the papers’ readers’ in 
health columns. 

Many cf the papers also employ 
lawyers who attempt to give legal 
advice in the columns of the papers 
to readers who write in to the 
newspaper for such advice. 

The petition maintains that the 
Supreme Court is attempting to set 
up a revolutionary doctrine by inti- 
mating that a layman or a cor- 
poration cannot hire physicians to 
prescribe for the sick. 

Baker Not Involved 

That no serious attempt is made. 
to claim that Norman: Baker ever 
personally prescribed medicine for 
anyone or ever treated anyone by 
Surgery, is the assertion made in 
the petition. 

The incidents mentioned in the 
court’s opinion, as relied upon by 
the State, to show that Baker had 
treated patients, are discussed at 
length. These incidents include 
the claim made that Baker pre- 
scribed that Magnus Johnson, a 
Patient, go bareheaded, the peti- 
tion claiming that this remark, if 
ever made at all, was merely a 
casual remark and did not consti- 
tute prescribing and furnishing 
medicine. 

Misjoinder Mentioned 

At the time the case was filed in 
district court here, the matter of a 
misjoinder of parties and causes 
of action figured prominently in 
the preliminary skirmishes, Judge 
D. V. Jackson at one time dismiss- 
ing the state’s petition on that 
ground. 

Mr. Baker’s petition calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the evidence 
shows the five defendants had no 
control over each other and that 
there is no showing in the evidence 
that they ever jointly prescribed or 
furnished medicine for anyone. 
The point is made that they all 
acted separately and that, under 
the law, they’ were improperly 
joined in one action, and the case 
against Baker should be dismissed.
